Worth despatch to the World 
says that details have been re- 
ceived beri' of a battle fought in 
the Sierra .Madeira mountains of Aloxi- 
co Saturday between Juan Colorado's 
band of outlaws am! the guards of n 
bullion train traversing the mount a bi 
trail leading from the Dolores mines to 
the railway station at Toms, on the It i 
GrnUde, Sierra Madeira & Paeitie rail- 
road. Bullion to the value of many 
thousands of dollars was being convey- 
on the backs of mules to the railroad 
for shipment to the United Slates. Al- 
Ian Smith, an American, was in charge 
of the pack train, with seven Mexican 
guards armed with Winchesters, and 
was passing throngli one of the wildest 
recesses of the mountains where the 
trail was narrow and dangerous when 
the attack was made by Colorado nnd 
about twelve of bis followers. The out- 
laws opened tire from behind boulders 
and other places of concealment. Smith 
ordered his guards to bold their ground 
nnd use their weapons and set the ox- 
ample by opening tire with liis own 
Winchester. 

So Deadly Was Their Fire 
that Colorado mid his gang were rout- 
ed, leaving two dead and one wounded 
behind them. Colorado himself is re- 
ported to have been slightly wounded. 

In lending the nttnek on the outlaws 
Smith fell mortally wounded and two 
of his men were killed. 

Xews of the attack was conveyed to 
Torans, about twenty miles distant, and 
the Mexican authorities despatched i 
detachment of rural police in pursuit of 
the bandits, who fled towards the high- 
est mountains, whero their stronghold 
is believed to bo located. 

Smith's home is said to have Dor-n in 
Montana. He had been iu the employ 
of the Dolores Mining Company about 
two years. 

This is the firsi appearance of Hie 
outlaw, Juan Colorado, since his 1 mini 
attacked an emigrant train near the 
Mormon colonies of Casns Grandes 
about three months ago.

Interesting Discovery Made Concerning 
Largely Advertised Confections. 

Chicago, Cob. 10.— Paraffin, producing 
appendicitis and all sorts of stomach 
disorders, especially In the eases of wo- 
men, children and persons of weak con- 
stitutions, has been used in small round 
chocolate cr-'am cakes to give the choc- 
olate cream a consistency which will not 
be affected by the heal. Frederick K. 
Kracke, assistant commissi oner of agri- 
culture of New York, who is here to 
attend the national dairy and food 
show, brought six of these cakes with 
him. The six cakes contained forty- 
live grains of paraffin, an average of 
eight and one-sixth grains lo each of tbd 
small, ii'.:ioecnt appearing cakes. The 
analysis was made of goods sold by a 
firm of national reputation which lias 
extensively advertised the purity of us 
product.

A flattering reception was tendered 
Hon. William Tomplcman on his return 
last night to his home city. The A. 
O. U. "\V. hall was filled with repre- 
sentative citizens to welcome the min- 
ister of inland revenue. 

It. B. McMIcking occupied the chair, 
and besides Ralph Smith. M. P., Na- 
nairao, William Sloan, SI. P. for Comox- 
Atlin, and James A. Macdonald, M. I'. 
P., the platform wns tilled with Liberal 
members of the provincial parliament 
and prominent, members of the Liberal 
association. 

The arrival at the hull, of the minis- 
ter of inland revenue shortly after S 
o'clock was the occasion for sustained 
applause. A hearty reception was 
given all the speakers, and between the 
speeches Geo. Pauline presided at the 
piano and Messrs. (irey, Kingham, 
Moxon and Richardson enlivened the 
love-feast with solos. 

Mr. McMickiug, in opening the meet- 
ing, after Mr. Tetuplemnn had been 
seated, said that Yictorians had every 
reason to congratulate themselves in at 
last having a representative at Ottawa 
a member of the cabinet, and in wel- 
coming the new minister's return to the 
city lie voiced the opinion of all class- 
es that Mr. Templemail bad justly earn- 
ed his appointment.

The play, the company: and above all, 
the star which Mr. E. R. Ricketts in- 
troduced to a Victoria audience Inst 
night, deserve all the praise that can 
be showered upon them. There have 
been stars without support, and other 
stars with support which could only be 
termed indifferent, and they have ap- 
peared in plays devoid of dramatic in- 
stinct or beauty, but last night all who 
attended the Victoria theatre enjoyed u 
treat of the highest order. The play, 
"Elizabeth, Queen of England," by 
Paola Giacoinetti, is tho same version 
as was played for many years with the 
greatest success by .Airs. Rousby and 
Mrs. Scott-Siddons, and is admittedly by 
all good judges to be tho best acting 
version extant. It abounds in dramatic 
situations, the phraseology is stately and 
almost Shakespearean; and the construc- 
tion leaves none of those disappointing 
lapses during which interest Hags, 't 
has furnished an opportunity for the 
most capable actresses to show their b'.-it 
work and has for years been regarded 
as a fair test of high dramatic ability. 
This is the more noticeable when one 
recalls the fact that the only act.'ess 
who has made a mark in the stellar role 
during the last twenty years is Miss Ada 
Kehan, Probably the only actress on 
tho American stage who could (ill the 
role as capably as Mis« O'Neil did last 
night is Miss Margaret Anglin. 

Miss U'N'ei! is billed as America's 
greatest tragedienne and after seeing her 
work in Elizabeth it is doubtful whether 
I lie claim can be disputed. Certainly she 
is a great emotional actress. Whether 
she can scale the loftiest, heights of pure 
tragedy cannot bo determined on the 
representation under discussion. It mu.it 
be admitted that she satisfied its most 
exacting requirements, and in two scenes 
nt least scored far above the capabili- 
ties of any but the very greatest artistes. 

| In the scene wnere, seated upon her 
throne she received the victorious war- 
riors who have just returned from the

The spirit of the scene was s 1 1- 
tained with marvelous fidelity. Not a 
false note was struck, and the culmina- 
tion of 44 years of regal splendor, more 
than queenly pride, ami not a little of 
I ho arrogance of the royal line from 
which she sprung, in the collapse of ail 
her great, powers, both mental and phy- 
sical., could only have been attained by 
concentrated si inly and native genius. 

There should 'not be a vacant seat 
in the Victoria Theatre tonight, when 
Suderman's masterpiece, "Magda." is 
staged. As this play furnishes an even

Legislative Notes 

The most, important incident before 
the House today was the laying on the 
table by the Chief Commissioner of the 
two minutes of council asked for by 
Mr. John Oliver, affecting the Colum- 
bia and Western Land Grant to the 
C. P. R. A perusal of the minutes 
which are printed in the proceedings of 
the day will show that "in the public 
interest" the C. P. It. have been allow- 
ed to handle n portion of the land re- 
served by the government to complete 
the Columbia and Western land grant. 
When permitted to do so they undertook 
to complete the surveys in time for the 
present session of parliament: and the 
government: on their part engaged that 
if this condition were complied with they 
would bring in legislation to confirm the 
arrangement and to place the railway 
company in possession of the lands. The 
blocks 'referred to are alternate sec- 
tions stretching from Okanagan hike 
eastwards to Little Slocan lake, and 
embrace 808,872 acres in all. It is un- 
derstood that the surveys of all but two 
blocks have been completed and in order 
to enable the matter to he dealt with this 
session the railway company will prob- 
ably forego these, Legislation will be 
introduced by the government to give 
effect to the orders in council. 
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Mr. T, W. Paterson could not agree 
■with the former speaker. Tho one prin- 
ciple underlying the. whole question was 
the manufacture of all lumber to the 
last possible stage in the province,* and 
if the principle was trood it should be 
enforced all round. Piles, ties and tele- 
phone, poles were fully manufactured 
as such, when they reached that stage 
and there was absolutely 110 reason why 
two sections of the province should be 
treated differently. It was not a fact 
that the Coast mills had an advantage 
over the mills in the interior. What 
they gained in freight charges they lost 
in the extra cost of logging. 

The bill then passed through commit- 
tee with the adoption of Mr. Green's 
amendment. 

The House then went into committee 
on a bill intituled An Act to amend 
the Land Act, with Mr. McNiven in the 
chair.

the House of Commons on the motions 
on the address in reply to the speech 
from the throne. In the former house 
the debate was almost perfunctory, ex- 
cept that Lord Lnnsdowno, assuming 
his new role of leader of Ihe opposition 
in tho upper house, pointed out certain 
dangers in connection with the proposed 
changes, and incidentally commented on 
the Algeciras affair and the situation in 
Macedonia, warning the government of 

Possible Difficulties 
arising in the near east unless Great 
Britain maintained n firm attitude. In 
the House of Commons the debate be- 
came interesting when Mr. Chamber- 
lain, in the absence of former Fremier 
Balfour, took the part of tho lender of 
the opposition and attacked the govern- 
ment on all points', especially on its 
South African policy. He threw flown 
the gauntlet regarding home rule for 
Ireland. Regarding tariff reform, Mr. 
Chamberlain promised to give the gov- 
ernment several bud quarter hours. 

Mr. Chamberlain's speech undoubted- 
ly was the feature of the first day In 
the House of Commons. The small 
party of Unionists took heart under his 
spirited leadership and his brilliant 
thrusts ami sarcasm wore greeted with 
hearty cheers. Even some of Mr. 
Chamberlain's opponents could not re- 
frain from according him the meed of 
acclaim for his brilliant attack. 

The Promier's Reply 

Sir Henry Campbell-Bnunerman's re- 
ply was lengthy and perfectly good hu- 
mored, the speaker assuming that his 
position was one of such strength that 
lie could afford lo be generous.

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TONIGHT'S POLITICAL MEETING. 

There will be a meeting this evening 
of the Liberal-Conservative Associa- 
tion In Adelphl Mall, to which all re- 
cognized Iiiberal-'Converatives are In- 
vited to attend. The business o£ the 
meting will be to discuss the advisabil- 
ity of nominating a candidate to oppose 
the Hon. Wm. Templeman at the com- 
in« by-election. 

There has been a disposition shown 
in some quarters to allow the election 
to go by default by simply taking no 
action in the matter. This is not good 
policy from either a party or a public 
point of view. The Conservatives as 
a whole are. entitled to say whether or 
n*- 4 there should be opposition and the 
meeting tonight is for *h'e purpose of 
allowing every Individual and every 
section of tho party to make their 
views known. The matter was fully 
discussed by the Executive, but it was 
felt that while it had certain functions 
delegated to it by the party, tho mem- 
bers were not competent to, nor was it 
desirable that they should, decide In an 
issue of such general importance. 

There are practically two aspects to 
to the question. One is, Should the 
Conservatives oppose the election of a 
member of the government, now that 
the Dominion government has at last 
recognized the claims of the province 
to full cabinet representation, a prin- 
ciple for which the Conservatives of 
British Columbia have persistency and 
consistently fought for a number of 
years? Should they throw back in 
the teeth of the government something 
which they have been long demand- 
ing? 

Tile second is, Should tiie Conserva- 
tives permit the first opportunity that 
has arisen since the general elections 
to protest against the administrative 
acts of the Liberal government, ami its 
general treatment of this province? 

The Liberal-Conservatives have not 
forgotten the promises made previous 
to tho last general election, which 
have been every one broken. 

They have 'not forgotten the neglect 
of Important interests manifested by 
tho Laurier government while Mr. 
Templeman has been, nominally at 
least, a member of that government. 

They have not forgotten that Sen- 
ator Templeman, member of tho Llb- 
g raj govern ment, declared that better 
terms for British Columbia Involved a 
change of provincial administration 
from a Conservative to one that was 
practically in accord with the govern- 
ment at Ottawa. 

They have not forgotten that when 
die Liberal-Conservative government 
appointed Cof. Prior to a portfolio and 
gave to British Columbia cabinet rep- 
resentation, he was opposed bitterly 
and to the last by .Mr. Templeman. 

Theso are considerations that have 
to be carefully weighed at the meeting 
tonight, and wo have not tiie slightest 
doubt that eacli will have due effect in 
the decision that is reached. It is 
stated that, In the circumstances, there 
is very little probability of winning if 
a candidate is placed In the field. The 
feeling among a number of the Con- 
servatives Is, however, that on a mat- 
ter of principle there should be a con- 
test even if defeat were certain. If 
that feeling should prevail tonight 
there will he a contest and a lint one. 

[n order mat there should he mi op- 
portunity of persons being present who

THE COLUMBIA & WESTERN 
LAND GRANT, 

Yesterday the Government brought 
down to the Legislature two orders-in- 
council passed, respectively, in Febru- 
ary and May of last year, confirming an 
agreement with the C. V. R. Railway 
Company as to the portion of hind sub- 
sidy earned under the terms of the Col- 
umbia & Western Act of 1800. These 
flenl -with a matter that hits tor some 
time been dragging, and has on one or 
two occasions been intimately associat- 
ed with the political situation. Under 
the terms of the Art in question tiie 
lands to he conveyed to them were re- 
required to be surveyed by the company 
within seven years. 

Owing to complications, the details 
nf which we need not enter into at: the 
present time, tiie surveys of some 800,- 
000 acres of hind reserved for the com- 
pany were not completed within the 
time specified, and, therefore, it was 
not competent for tiie Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor in council to convey the land which 
by the construction of the line had been 
earned. As a result of negotiations 
nn agreement was entered into to tho 
effect that if the company went on and 
completed the surveys, the Government j 

would submit a hill nt tho present ses- 
sion confirming the rigid of the railway 
company to obtain the subsidy ns orig- 
inally intended in the Act. 

We understand that upon the 
strength of the agreement in question 
the Columbia & Western Railway Com- 
pany last year hnd the 800,(100 odd acres 
surveyed, depending upon the good faith 
of the Legislature to puss the desired 
legislation. A bill for the purpose hns 
not been submitted as yet by the Gov- 
ernment, but the fact that the orders- 
ill-COUUCil have been laid before the 
house would seem to indicate that a 
measure for the purpose will lie sub- 
mitted at an early dale. 

It is impossible to anticipate what, if 
any, opposition will be offered to this 
hill when submitted. There lire not 
lucking indications that there may he 
opposition. It is reasonable to suppose, 
however, that it is the intention of the 
Legislature to carry out in good faith 
the contract that was made in 1S90. In 
tho building of the railway as far as 
Midway in a substantial manner and nt 
great expense the railway company ful- 
filled its part of tho agreement, and the 
technical failure to complete the sur- 
vey within the time limit should not lie 
made n bar to receiving the lands hon- 
estly earned. The failure in question 
arose out of tho negotiations, now some- 
what celebrated, for the two blocks in 
East Kootenay, crown grants for which 
were actually issued, instead of hinds in 
reserve sot apart for the Columbia & 
Western. Theso grants, which, formed 
the subject of investigation prior to tho 
dismissal of the Prior government, were 
cancelled by an Act of the Legislature 
on the grounds that the company were 
not entitled to blocks in East Kootenay 
on account of a subsidy earned in Yale. 
Whatever are the merits of that issue, 
there is no doubt that under the contract 
as carried out the company is entitled to 
the full complement of the subsidy 
somewhere, and the present government 
in passing the order-in-couiicil referred 
to were simply recognizing a just obli- 
gation. 

THE NAME OF "PRINCE RUPERT." 

We publish elsewhere an article 
from the Winnipeg Free Tress, with 
reference to the selection of the name 
of "Prince Rupert" for the Grand 
Trunk Pacific terminus, from among a 
large number submitted In competi- 
tion. The lucky competitor was a 
young lady in Winnipeg, a relative of 
Sir Daniel McMillan, lieutenant-gover- 
nofof .Manitoba. The article in ques- 
tion presents the considerations in 
favor of the selection made. There is, 
however, a great deal of dissatisfac- 
tion with the decision arrived at, not 
only on account of the name itself, but 
because the conditions of competition 
were not adhered to In any respect. 
Tiie Free Press has been hi receipt of 
letters from a number of dissatislied 
ones, some of which it lias printed. 
Xot a few mames are submitted by 
the writers that would, historically and 
euphonically, have been much more 
appropriate. One of the conditions of 
the competition named was (bat It 
should be suggestive of British Colum- 
bia in some way. Prince Rupert is 
not in any way, unless you arrive at 
it in a roundabout fashion. Rupert's 
Land was under the domination of the 
HudsorTs Hay Company. II was named 
after Prince Rupert, the first governor 
of the company. The Hudson's Bay 
Company Had to do with British Col- 
umbia. Therefore, Prince Rupert is 
appropriate. The name so far sub- 
mitted by correspondents, which in our 
humble opinion best tits the situation, 
Is Caledonia. Northeast British Col- 
umbia was first called New Caledonia 
by officials of the Northwest Fur Com- 
pany, afterwards merged Into Hud- 
son's Bay Company; it was the name 
of the country through which the 
Grand Trunk Paclllc will run almost 
wholly in British Columbia. Caledonia 
Is euphonious and it is historically 
suggestive. But there are many other 
names that might have been chosen In 
preference to Prince Rupert; We men- 
tion Caledonia as an instance.

"practical" education. We Hnd a con- 
crete Instance in an Item of Interest. 
George Westlnghouse Jr., graduate of 
Vale and the only son of George 
Westlnghouse, the famous inventor 
and multi-millionaire, has put IiIh son 
to work as an apprentice In his own 
shops In Pittsburg. His father pays 
no more attention to him In his work 
than he does to the other hundreds of 
apprentices, nor does the young man 
secure amy privileges not given to 
other employees. He receives IS 
cents an hour, working nine to ten 
hours a day. 

Rev. Josiah Henson, the original of 
Uncle Tom, by bard work and over- 
coming obstacles of an almost insuper- 
able character— being born and raised a 
slave, in ignorance— became a man of 
fair educational accomplishments. He 
was a bishop of one of the brandies 
of the African church, a fluent speaker 
and a man of unusual sagacity and 
shrewd common sense. He was in- 
vited to visit England by the late 
Queen Victoria, and while there was 
presented at court. Among the atten- 
tions paid to him while in England 
was a reception by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury in his honor. During the 
course of the evening, in which he 
well maintained his part of the con- 
versation, he was asked by the arch 
bishop of which university he was : 
grad uate. 

"The university of adversity," was 
the reply. And there is no other 
alma mater equal to it for practical 
results.

Our conten- 
tion is that the ideals of socialism are 
Impossible of attainment, or of appro» 
Imato accomplishment, unless the Indi- 
vidual life of the state is influenced to 
the full by Christian sentiment.

From present indications it is gen- 
erally expected that the Valencia en- 
quiry will conclude this evening. At 
the conclusion of yesterday's session 
Commissioner Gaudin said that he 
thought that enough evidence had al- 
ready been taken to enable the conunls- 
sioners to submit their report. Mr. Lu- 
ptj'u was anxious u> have Superinten- 
dent Etussey called and it was in order 
that this request might he granted that 
mi adjournment was made till this morn- 
ing. 

At: yesterday's session several import- 
ant witnesses were examined, among 
them being Capt, Cousins, of the Queen; 
Copt. Wallace, Sunt. Pacific Const S. S. 
Co.. with headquarters nt Sun Frnu- 
■ eiseo; Cupt. Patterson, port captain o£ 
.the company nt Scuttle, and Thos. K. 
ijOarricJc, first assistant engineer on the 
ill-fnted vesst I. 

Captain Cousins' Evidence 
. The first witness was Capt. X. E, 
Cousins. In his evidence he stated that 
lie was captain of the Steamship Queen. 
He had made IS-l'trips rottad Cape Flat- 
tery within the past two years, and was 
not timed In his sailings or arrivals — 
this depended upon prevailing conditions. 
His experience Was that one could not go 
over the same coarse. twice from San 
i'Ya n cisc.o to Victoria, In fog or dark- 
ness, he invariably kept outside the oS- 
fatboin limit. The Umatilla light was 
at times invisible aiul at oilier tluiw 
could he seen for several miles. In bad 
weather he always took soundings every 
(fifteen minutes between Gray's Hnr- 
•bor and Destruction Island. Onl v once 
jii his experience had he passed the 
'Pinittilln lighthouse without hearing her, 
but even then he got. in safe. 

He geenraliy steamed about 13 knots, 
or L'7 hoars rrom Cape HIanco to Tat- 
oosh. He was well acquainted with 
iCuptaih Johnson and considered him a 
■competent, man. 

He first bond of the wreck when he 
arrived in Victoria on the- evening of 
January 23rd and was ordered out at 
once to -the nssistauce^of the steamer. 
He cot off nt about live o'clock in the 
evening, and when they reached Car- 
Itmnnh nt about 10 o'clock it was so 
dark that lie could see nothing. He put 
in for shelter, ami nt break of duv at 
flic lighthouse was told that the wreck 
TVilS IS miles west. About twelve miles 
from C.nrmanali they located the wreck

who discussed this matter at the time. 
All agreed that it was useless to send 
a boat in." 

Witness .expressed the opinion that 
there were no boats on the Pacific coast 
that, could get in to the wreck and lie of 
assistance to the Valencia. 

If the coast were properly patrolled 
assistance might he on hand and lives 
saved from the shore. What is required 
is a proper patrol system, by which a 
ship in danger niiglll he reported in time 
to render assistance. 

In reply to Capt Gaudin as to whether 
i\eah Hay or Port San Juan would be 
the better place for a lifeboat station, 
withness thought that. Cnrtnanah would 
be hotter than either. He had never 
said that the Salvor might have got near- 
er the wreck — be was looking after the 
Queen. His opinion was that from the 
sea-no assistance could have been rend- 
ered under the circumstances. 

In reply to Mr. Lngrin witness snid 
that he would like to see more light on 
the coast — one between Carniaiinh and 
ltnco Hocks would aid in navigation. 

Witness was asked to say how far the j 
Valencia was out of her course. Hist 
reply was about six miles off Umatilla 
lightship and 82 miles out of his course, j 

His opinion was that the loss of the 
Valencia was due to the captain over- 
running and miscalculating his position. 

Mr. Lugrin asked witness if there 
were any restrictions as to the time 
occupied in making his trips. 

Witness replied in the negative. He 
had been 24 or HO hours behind time, and 
bis explanation was bad weather, ■which 
was always accepted. His instructions 
were to run no risks, and the time occu- 
pied on the voyage was discretionary 
with him. 

In reply to Mr. Mcl'hillips witness 
stated" that the class of boats carried by 
steamers plying on this coast were not 
calculated for such conditions as prevail- 
ed at the time of the wreck. The boats 
might live in the open sea but they would 
be dashed to pieces on the rocks. The 
officers on hoard a steamer were the 
only ones necessary to carry certificates; 
the sailors employed were .union men 
and this was the only guarantee they 
had that they were competent men be- 
fore the opportunity to try them. 

An adjournment was then taken for 
lunch. 

Engineer's Evidence 

The first witness to be called after 
lunch was Thos. K. Corrlck, who, in his 
evidence stated that he was first assist- 
ant engine**' and had been on the Va- 
lencia for two trips and also about three 
vcars ago, hut was not on board at the 
last examination.. He came oft' watch 
nt 8 o'clock and the engines had not 
been slowed down while he was on duty 
The weather was rather hazy and the 
whistle was hlowin" all afternoon. He 
was in bed when she struck. He then 
ran to the engine room and the chief 
came shortlv after. He wus instructed 
to sound the bilge, and did so and found 
she was making water at the rate of a 
foot a minute. They were driven out by 
the water and were then ordered on 
deck. After he went on deck he went to 
his boat stnt ion. He was stationed at 
No. 7. And all the crew were there. 
The after tackle gave way and the occu- 
pants were capsized into the water. He 
was pulled back on hoard by the stew- 
ard. The captain gave the order from 
the bridge to lower the boats to the sa- 
loon rail and he -ot in. He saw all the 
other oflicers at their stations when he 
came on deck. The oflicers and crew 
went around the passengers adjusting 
the life preservers. The sea was rather 
rough and continually breaking over the 
shin. And on Wednesday morning the 
sea was worse than the day previous. 
It was his opinion that if the boats had 
been left on the vessel the 1 majority of 
the passengers might have been saved 
but he did not think the boats would 
have remained at the saloon deck rail 
during the ni«ht. He left the vessel on j 
rat No. 2. And in his opinion it was 
only by chance that they got (dear of the 



It was almost impossible to use with it 



licence in June, 10O0, and she was sur- 
veyed nt that time. The vessel was 
built in Philadelphia in 1882 with a ton- 
nage or liiO.S gross. At the inspection all 
the life preservers were examined, but 
only about live per cent, were tested. 
The bouts were all swung, loaded and 
tested. The inspector that made the 
survey was very particular and not only 
saw that everything was right, but aiso 
subjected the tackle and davits to nil 
extra strain. It was customary to pro- 
mote the officers according to their quali- 
fications and length of service. The first 
officer makes out the log, which is ex- 
amined in the head otllee of the com- 
pany, dipt. Johnson first joined the 
company on 'March 3sr, I860 as a sailor 
and had been in the enploy of the com-, 
pany ever since. He was captain of the 
Valencia from May 23rd, 1005, till De- 
cember 20th; 1905, when he took charge 
of the Queen for u month and was then 
placed on the Valencia ngain. 

In answer to Mr. Lugrin witness stat- 
ed that during the time that Capt. John- 
son was in the employ of the company 
he always bore n first class reputation, 
and was considered a very reliable and 
careful navigator. 

In answer to Mr. McPhillips witness 
stated it was necessary for the captain 
to have master's papers. Capt. John- 
son had his for eight or nine years. The 
vessel could not "nave cleared unless the 
captain had the necessary papers. There 
was no necessity for the Valencia to be 
surveyed at Seattle or Victoria after 
she had been re-surveyed at San Fran- 
cisco ns she hud never given up the 
Canadian certificate. 

Capt. Wallace also stated that the 
crew of the Valencia was n very large 
one for the size of the vessel. Regard- 
ing the qualification of the sailors wit- 
ness stilted that all the men employed 
by the company were nil engaged 
through the union, olid it was necessary 
for them to have three years" experi- 
ence before they could join the union. 

In answer to Mr. Lawson witness 
stated that the vessel was thoroughly 
equipped with charts and everything 
necessary to complete her outfit was In 
place. . 

Capt. Patterson, port captain of the 
Pacific Coast Steamship Company nt 
Seattle, was the next witness. He 
stated that the. first ho heard of the 
wreck was about 3:15 o'clock on the af- 
ternoon of January 23, when he was 
shown nn Associated ll'ress despatch 
saying that a vessel was nshore near 
Carina nub. No word had been re- 
ceived of the Valencia and they imme- 
diately came to the conclusion that it 
was her that was wrecked. 

Capt. Patterson then went on to tell 
of his efforts to secure a tug to fcc-HOi 
the wreck, which were unsuccessful. 
Telephone messages had been sent to 
all tug owners and work was begun to 
get the Topeka out. Word was also 
sent to Victoria to send the Queen im- 
mediately on her arrival. The work of 
preparing the Topeka was rushed with 
all possible speed, but. as she was not 
in commission it took longer than it 
would have done otherwise. After hav- 
ing to coal up, get provisions on board 
and secure a crew she got away about 
0:30 p. in., and after iieing driven as 
never before they arrived off Cariunniih 
and then ran in as close as possible 
and sighted the Queen a few minutes 
after 11 o'clock. Capt. Patterson fol- 
lowed this with a minute explanation 
of the work done by the Topeka from 
the time of her arrival until she re- 
turned, and also the Work done by the 
Bahndn and Wyadda. 

No Means of Communication 
In answer to Capt. Gaudin witness re- 
plied that there were no means of com- 
municating with Xenh Bay or Flattery 
because the lines were down, and that 
there is only one place in his opinion 
where a hoat could land near the scene 
of the wreck and then only in fine wea- 
ther. 

In answer to Commissioner Gnudin 
witness could not say whether a bont 
could have reached the wreck on tin; 
Wednesday as he had never seen the 
wreck, and in his opinion the only way 
assistance" could be given was from the 
shore. He thought that if the work of 
making n road had been undertaken 
when first spoken of there would have 
been a much smaller loss of life. The 
question bad been discussed by the Do- 
minion and United States governments 
for the past seventeen or eighteen years 
hut nothing had been done. 

In answer to Mr. Lugrin witness slat- 
ed that he had been around this part of 
the world since 1875 and was familial- 
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the oars and it was the backwash from 
the shore that took them out to sea. 

In answer to Commissioner Gandin 
witness replied that it was a miracle 
that the raft ever got away. 

In answer to Commissioner New- 
combe witness thought they were back- 
ing about ten minutes after the vessel 
struck the fust time. He did not see 
anv of the passengers or crew intoxi- 
cated ami did not think it was true. 

hi answer to Mr. McPhillips witness 
stated that only two passengers got in 
Ills boat as they did not have time to get 
anv more in before the tackle was rut. 
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Cape C 

, In answer to Mr. McPhillips, witness 
stated that not one of the rescue ships 
could have been anchored at the scene 
of the wreck, us they are not equipped 
with enough chain. 

Witness then gave an explanation of 
why it was possible for a lightship to 
anchor and not a passenger vessel. He 
explained in a 

the lightship was specially equipped 
and always carried a very great quan- 
tity of chains and cables, while the pas- 
senger vessel did not carry near the 
same quantity.

Amusing Flurry 
In Real Estate 



Advent of an Eccentric Stranger 
Who Caused Some Ex. 
cltement. 



Had No Money ButTook Options 
on Much Fine Prop- 
erty. 



Aci unexpected flurry in real estate 
was recently caused in the city by the 
advent of a stranger who was desirous 
of investing very heavily in city pro- 
perty. ' The deal if it Had been carried 
through would have been the largest 
real estate transfer ever "pulled off" in 
iho city, Hut. it wasn't; and thereby 
hangs a tale. 

In the early part of last week a well 
dressed stranger called ai the office of 
a well known dealer in real estate, 
Whose office is not over one hundred 
miles from the post office and told 
tho expectant dealer that he wished to 
purchase some very valuable city pro- 
perty. He was accompanied by a so- 
licitor, who had been engaged to at- 
tend to the legal part of the transac- 
tion, but took no part in the conversa- 
tion. Although the would-be Investor 
did not make, any special mention of 
how much lie was worth, he gave it to 
be understood that a million or two 
made very little difference to him. The 
dealer In reality was anxious to know 
how much the gentleman was desirous 
of investing, and the sum that was 
mentioned is often dreamt of by cit- 
izens of Victoria but very seldom han- 
dled. The dealer was now all atten- 
tion, and with large commission fees 
floating as in a mist before Ids eyes, 
he was very solicitlous of the welfare 
of his client, and nothing was too nice 
for ids comfort. As the conversation 
progressed '- 
The Dealer Was Somewhat Staggered 
when the supposed purchaser eagerly 
enquired it it was possible to secure 
an option of the property situated at 
the corner of Yates and Douglas 
streets. The purchaser went on to ex- 
plain th-.t lie wished to secure the pro- 
perty commencing at the Bishop's Pal- 
ace and running to Douglas street, 
thence to View and along to the Insti- 
tute hall. With a sale of this magni- 
tude before him the dealer was com- 
mencing to wonder how he would spend 
the commission, tint another blow! 
was struck when the gentleman 1m- j 
parted the information that lie also 
wished to secure all the block on the 
Opposite side of the street commencing 
at the coi ner of Douglas and Yates j 
street running to Blanchard, thence to i 
John.ion, thence to Douglas and back 
to the point of commencement. All 
this with the exception of the Carnegie I 
Library, and he would have taken this 
If possible, was sought. He was very 

Anxious to Secure the Library, 
but it was pointed out by the dealer 
that as it had been presented by Mr. 
Carnegie that It would not be very 
likely if the city would dispose of It. 
The would-be purchaser desired to 
have an option on the entire block for 
a period of four days, and left, after 1 
giving Instructions to the dealer to get! 
busy ,inil secure the necessary options. ' 
To say that the dealer was flabbergast- | 
ed is putting it mildly, but he, with j 
the assistance of all his staff, set to 
work to secure as many of tile lots as 
possible. Day after day and night audi 
night did he toll, and he was rewarded 
by securing the majority of the pro- 
perty, some of tin. lots running very 
high: in fact one lot near the library 
was only secured on ati offer of $20,000, 
While the others were in proportion. 
At the end of tho four days lie was all 
ready and anxious to get his commis- 
sion. But: The stranger cam., not. 

In the meantime another chapter was 
being written in another part id' the 
city. Tliis time tho operations took 
place at the office of a well-known 
sawmill owner. In the course of ins 
day's work this well-known mill owner 
was awaited on by a gentleman of a 
very imposing manner, who had heard 
that he had a couple of donkey engines 
for sale. As it happened the mill own- 
er did have two engines that he had 
taken from one of his camps for re- 
moval to another, which he was will- 
ing although not anxious to dispose of. 
According to the gentleman who wished 
to make the pui chase, j be was invest- 
ing very largely in the jogging business 
and had already plao d large orders 



on to the wharf to Inspect the engines. 
That lie was satisfied with their ap- 
pearanco goes without saying, and he 
was very anxious that they should not 
be disposed of till the following morn- 
ing. Tills was ngreed to and he left, 
after agreeing to meet the proprietor 
of tiie mill at 8:30 the following morn- 
ing, which Is by the way, slightly ear- 
lier than what the mill owner is used 
to.

This was agreeable to the pur- 
chaser, and he readily made out a 
cheque for the entire amount, with the 
proviso thftt the engines were to re- 
main on the wharf for five or six 
weeks, as he was not quite ready to 
use them. 

Anxious for more fields to conquer he 
next hied himself to a livery stuble 
that Is easily reached by the cars. To 
tills gentleman he told of

trip, with which lie was accommo- 
dated by the obliging livery man, who 
trotted out his best. This was on Sat- 
urday, although he did not return -on 
Sunday nothing was thought of the 
matter by the dealer In horses, but on 
Monday the horseman made a discov- 
ery that was only lighted on by acci- 
dent. In a burst of confidence he .vas 
telling the bookkeeper who attends to 
tiie books of the sawmill owner about 
the gentleman who was buying land at 
Sooke. The description of the 'man 
followed, and the man of books was 
surprised to learn that they were one 
and the same man who had bought the 
donkey engines and hired the horse. 
It was not long after the conversation 
that the liveryman was rung up by 
telephone and an anxious voice enquir- 
ed, "Has the man returned witli the 
horse?" The horseman hurriedly re- 
plied that he had not yet put In a.i 
appearance. "Well," said the mill own- 
er, "I have just been up to the bank 
and he has 

Not a Cunt to His Credit. 
They don't know him. Never heard of 
him, and has never had a cent in the 
bank to ids credit." 

Tiie receiver was hung up and the main 
of horses began to do some thinking 
which was long and deep, and which 
resulted in the decision to follow and 
get ids property back. After a sleep- 
less night the horseman was out of 
bed shortly after daylight and was 
soon on his way to Sooke to get his 
horse and rig. His journey was cut 
short, however, by the unexpected 
meeting of the returning millionaire 
near Craigflower bridge.

ALBERTA GRAIN 

FOR THE ORIENT 



C. P. R Efforts to That End Ex- 
plained by Assistant Freight 
Manager Peters, 



'We are doing all in our power to 
make Vancouver Hie gateway for the 
export of Alberttl wheat, and the 
amount shipped from this port to the 
Orient will steadily increase," said Air. 
t\ \V. Peters, assistant freight trail!" 
manager or the ('. 1'. 1{. western lines, 
today, to Hie Vancouver Province. 

Mr. Peters, who was in attendance 
tit tiie convention of. (.'. I'. It. ollicials 
at Field on .Monday and Tuesday, ar- 
rived in the city lust night, accom- 
panied by .Mrs. Peters, lie will re- 
main mi the cousl far the next ten days 
or two weeks, and during that time 
will visit the C. IV It, otliees in Vin- 
toriu and on the Sound; 

"It is impossible for me lo state just 
what the grain output of Alberta will 
he this year, for the reason that the ex- 
net amount produced last year is un- 
known," continued Mr. Peters. "It Ls 
declared, however, that twice as much 
wheat will be grown in thai province 
this year as last. 1 must, confess thai 
flic ('. P. |{. did nut have its grain-re- 
porting system perfected in Alberta last 
year in lime to permit of any exact 
Statement as to the production being 
arrived at. The reporting system was 
not in working shape lill after the har- 
vesting had commenced. 

Held Grain for Seed. 
"Last year a great deal of the pro- 
j duetion was held by the producers for 
seed purposes. .Many of the farmers 
j kept sufficient grain tor their own .seed 
j and also a greal deal to sell to ineoin- 
l ills -settlers. Of course, while the pro- 
j duetion is only from ii.OOO.OOO to 5,000,- 
j Olio bushels, the holding of 'grain or 
I seed tends to curtail the output in a 
j way which will not he noticed when the 
I output is greater. 

"Of course, some of the Alberta grain 
may be shipped to l he United Kingdom, 
and as shipping conditions are at- pres- 
ent on this coast, it is likely that grain 
marketed there would lie shipped via 
the lakes. When the shipping of Van- 
couver grows so Hull it would be pos- 
sible to handle grain for the United 
Kingdom through this port better than 
can be done at present, all the grain 
would he routed this way. 

"The demand for Alberta wheat in 
tiie Orient is increasing steadily, and 
all such shipments will lie made via 
> anconver. 

Will Manchuria Compete ? 
"Will wheat ever ho shipped to Japan 
in bulk? Well, at present nil goes in 
the form of (lour, und will continue as 
such unless the- Japanese should erect 
mills in Japan. At present they have 
no mills that grind Alberta wheat. 
Some wheat is raised in 'Manchuria, 
but ns that country lias not reached a 
settled condition since the Uussn-Japnn- 
ese war, 1 do not think the production 
there is large. Manchuria is much 
more suited to the raisin- of wheat 
than Japan. 

'"We are looking to an enormous im- 
migration into Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan this year. Already many settlers 
are arriving on the ground, and others 
are there looking over the country on 
the advice of friends who have pre- I 
cwled them. Tnousntlds of Americans | 
will cross the border this year. The 
trend of sett lenient this year will be in 
Southern Alberta and in Northwestern 
Saskatchewan, although a large num- 
ber of settlers will take up land in 
Northern Alberta." 

MAKE RECOMMENDATIONS. 

What Seattle Chamber of Commerce j 
Says of Dangers of Island Coast. 

The Seattle Chamber of Commerce 
In a lengthy' report regarding suggest- 
ed aids to navigation and life-saving 
stations for tiie North Pacific coast, 
says: 

"While Vancouver Island Is not with- 
in the jurisdiction of the United States, 
it cannot be left out of aecoir.it In con- 
sidering the aids required for the pro- 
tection of navigation passing through 
the Strait of Juan de Fuca. it is more 
('.resided by mariners than any other 
part of the Pacific coast, for In addi- 
tion to its rocky shore line there is a 
strong current running northerly from 
near the straits, which lends to drive 
vessels seeking entrance to the Strait 
of Juan de Fuca upon its inhospitable 



shores. This makes it. all the more im- 
portant that tiare should he ample 
facilities provided on the coast of 
Washington to give such warning and 
Information to vessels as would enable 
them to locate their positions with 
reference to the strait In any weather. 

"The shipping interests of the North- 
west coast have reached proportions 
greater than nre dreamed of by those 
who have not given particular' atten- 
tion to the subject. 

"It is the concurrent testimony of 
competent navigators, familiar with 
this coast, that if there had been reas- 
onable provision made by the govern- 
ment for the protection of the shipping 
engaged In this commerce, many of 
the vessels which have been wrecked 
In that time, and nearly all of those 
who lost their lives, might have been 
saved. It Is a noteworthy and instruc- 
tive fact in (Ids connection, and one 
Which powerfully supports the view 
above expressed and held by navigat- 
ors familiar witli tills sea, that no ship 
which ever went ashore on the couHt of 
Vancouver Island litis ever been report- 
ed except through its own crew or pas- 
sengers. No government agency, no 
lighthouse or fog slgnul station ever 
apparently discovered that there was 
any wreck until the tidings were 
brought ashore by some member of 
crew or one of the passengers. 

"That the navigation of tills North- 
west coast can be made comparatively 
safe, if the government will provide 
the usual and proper aids to naviga- 
tion, such ns It bus done everywhere 
along the Atlantic coast, can hardly 
be doubted in view of the testimony of 
experienced navigators who have been 
familiar with the coast for a quarter 
of a century.

It is a long standing complaint, 
against Canadian and American nom- 
enclature that it recognizes neither 
history or tradition. The original 
settler named his new home after 
the town or district he left, some- 
times, with convincing proof of luck 
of originality, "prefixing ".New" before 
the European name. The duplication 
of British, French Portuguese and 
Dutch names — representing the four 
great exploring nations of the lath and 
16th centuries — Is apparent to any one 
who glojnces at a map of this hemis- 
phere. Every American Gazetteer has 
long lists of towns named London, 
York, Paris and other equally well- 
known European cities. Some use litis 
been made of the many euphonious In- 
dian names in the geographical nom- 
enclature of Canada and the States, 
but not to nearly as great an extent as 
was possible. Two of the three great 
prairie provinces have appropriate 
names of Indian origin, and Winnipeg. 
Mfnnedosa, Neepawa, Asslniboine ond 
other well-known Manitoba names are 
samples of many others that will at 
once occur to the minds of Westerners. 

The perpetuation nf the memory nf 
the great discoverers and founders of 
Canada in the names of those portions 
of the Dominion with which they nre 
most Intimately associated Is in every 
sense just and desirable. Among 
these men Prince Rupert, though he 
never set foot on the American con- 
tinent, is nevertheless undoubtedly 
entitled to a place. It was ho who 
first directed British attention to 
what Is now Western Canada. It was 
Rndisson and De Grosellller, two 
French fur traders, who first discov- 
ered the regions with which the fiery 
nephew of King Charles has since 
been Identified. They pushed their 
way, guided by friendly Indians, 
through Lake Superior, up the Kuml- 
nlstiqula, Into the Lake of the Woods, 
down the Winnipeg river Into Lake 
Winnipeg, ad thence by the Nelson 
to the shores of Hudson's Bay. After 
looking on the great Inland sen they 
returned to Quebec, where they en- 
deavored to Impress on the fur trad- 
ers the advantages of currying on the

the long and arduous lake route. In- 
credulity, want of means, and other I 
causes led the Quebec merchants to 
turn n deaf ear to the representations 
of the two explorers, so that they 
disgusted with their treatment, Ie£t 
for France, where, however, they met I 
with no better success. The Duke of j 
Montague, hearing of their explora- | 
tions. sent for them was favorably | 
impressed, and gave them letters to I 
Prince Rupert, who was a patron and 
admirer of such enterprises. 

Prince Rupert Immediately took an 
Interest In the matter, and hi lfiGS. 
with some others, litted out the ketch 
Nonsuch, under the command of Znch- 
arlah GUlam, and sent De Grosellller 
in it to Hudson Bay. The present 
Hudson Bay company was the out- 
come of this expedition, for In 1070 
tiie charter which grunted Jurisdiction 
and prerogative to "The Company of 
Gentlemen Adventurers trading into 
Hudson's Bay," "In free and common 
soccage, and not in enpite, or by 
Knight's service; yielding any paying 
yearly to us. our heirs and successors, 
for tile same, two elk, and two black' 
beavers, whenever and as often us we, j 
our helis and successors, shall happen 
to enter into the said countries, terri- 
tories and regions granted." 

The association of Prince Rupert, 
who was the promoter and first gov- j 
ernor of The Great Company, with 
the Hudson Bay region, is clear, and I 
no more appropriate name than his 
could be selected from the pages of I 
history with which to name the big, 
city and port that will one day be! 
built on the shores of Canada's great | 
inland sea. It is doubtful, however, 
whether a moie suitable name could 
not be found for the new port on the 
Pacific const. Astor, Mackenzie, the 
two Stuarts, McGillvray, McTavisti, 
Hunt. Miller, Thompson, Simpson, La 
Rocque, and many others could be 
named as among the early Canadian 
Pacific explorers, the memory of few 
of whom Is as yet embalmed hi the 
place names of the Dominion. It is 
true that In point of euphony Rupert 
iiouilds better than. say. Mackenzie, 
but euphony could not have been al- 
together the deciding factor, or tho 
new terminus would have been called 
Port Rupert which was the com- 
pany's second choice. "Port Rupert" 
not only sounds belter than "Prince 
Rupert," but Is suggestive of the new 
city's maritime trade and ocean out- 
look. However, use has much to do 
with names, and before the steel of 
the mew national highway reai les 
Pacific tidewater, and docks, ware- 
houses, and all the varied equipment 
of a port materialize, Canadians will 
have become quite used to the name,

Anti-Foreign Feeling 
The steamer Athenian, which arrived 
yesterday from the Orient, brings advices 
of the increasing anti-foreign feeling in 
China, to which some officials lire, giving 
endorsement. Shanghai papers call at- 
tention to the anti-fOrejgn action of Vice- 
roy Chotl Flii following the recent riots 
regarding the mixed .court at Shanghai, 
Die having decided to build it jail for the 
custody of prisoner* held at the mixed 
court :it n cost of three-iiuarters of a 
million dollars. The North China Daily 
News says there is absolutely no need 
tfor such an estublislin.ent, the new mu- 
nicipal jail serving the purpose, and 
classes the action ns being simply due n 
ill-feeling and ill-temper, translating into 
action the anti-foreign feeling that offi- 
cials from the viceroy down havo been 
displaying. 

In South China the anti-foreign feeling 
is even more marked. Arrivals from 
Hongkong ami Canton sa.v visits to the 
native cities now involve risking the trav- 
eler's lite. Precautions were being taken 
al Canton so that marines from the va- 
rious gunboats could !»• immediately 
landed, signals being arranged to warn 
the foreigners of threatening danger. The 
.situation in ('anion and vicinity is iuten- 
nilied because of popular discontent anew 
the now Chinese taxation law. which has 

resulted in the nssitssiuati f the (inv- 

crnor-Generul of K wantnng province. 
He was shot to death on January 31st, 
following the arrest of I wo influential 
Oantone.se who had been opposing the 1 
luxation law. The (Jovernor-Ceneral 
was milking New Year calls when shot.

At a recent meeting of the British Col- 
umbia Football Association, at wldeh the 
appeal of the Celtics of Vancouver was 
considered. It was decided to .communicate 
with the authorities In the Old Country 
with a view to finding their decision on 
points of appeal. This was done and the 
reply was contained hi Saturday's Issue of 
the Colonist. 

From this answer the Information Is ob- 
tained thai the question of appeals must 
lie governed entirely by the rules of I lie 
association under which the games are 
played, but In case ail association's decis- 
ion has been reversed on an appeal, they 
just respect the decision of the higher 
body. 

As the Question now stands, 110 nppenl 
can be made over the decision of either 
(lie Vancouver Island or Mainland associa- 
tions, for the reason that there are no 
rules in either association governing ap- 
peals. This also applies to the British 
Columbia association, whleh ns yet has no 
rules relating to an appeal from the lower 
associations. 

From this II Is taken that no nppenl can 
be made by the Harrison Football Club 
from tlii- decision of Hi,. Vancouver Isl- 
and association lu throwing out their pro- 
test against the Victoria United In their 
recent match, Nor can the appeal from 
the decision of the Island association re- 
garding tlie ISgerla-Gnrrlson protest lie con- 
sidered by the British Columbia associa- 
tion. 

Iti-gnrding bhe decision given by the 
British Columbia association In the Celtic 
yrotesl, the Mainland league must recog- 
nize ii as coining from the higher body, 
although no rules governing appeals are 
in the const I till ions. Willi all the protests 
and appeals now oft' the board. It is in- 
teresting lo see which team will prove the 
winner.

sldornole value to your city engineer as 
well as to the city council, in this de- 
partment I counted nineteen books, show- 
ing expenditure on different services, and I 
>p added the various sum- ; 
ipltulatlou sheets used ill 

expenditure before entry 
have no hesitation in say- 
Heal work, which appears I 
to be perforn I with great cure on the 
part of the engineer's, accountant, might 
be very considerably reduced If fewer 
hooks were employed, these hooks being 
especially ruled to meet the requirements. ' 

Ti» 'usurer's Department,— Monthly sum- 1 
marieg of cash receipts and disbursements 
arc prepared, and those figures are posted 
to the general ledger, i would recommend 
that more direct methods be employed In 
this ease, reducing labor and avoiding the 
risk of an Incorrect distribution. I think 
t Ii ii t the whole of the civic revenue should 
he directly received at the treasurer's of- 
Ih'c, .the present method allowing some of 
the moneys to puss through the hands of 
various collectors before reaching the 
treasurer, some of the work being Inevit- 
ably duplicated without any apparent ad- 
rantage to the city, 

Auditor's Department. — Under the pres- 
ent system your auditor exercises very 
wide administrative powers, and Is also 
charged with a certain amount of clerical 
work, both of these functions, In the case 
of the city of Victoria, being eo-exlatent 
with the duties of an Independent scruti- 
neer in tin. financial transactions of the 
city. ! cannot but think that the present 
n minions might be Improved by so rc-nr- 
ranglng and combining the clerical work 
new performed In the respective depart- 
ments of the treasurer, auditor, and en- 
gineer, that the whole volume would be re- 
duced by, say, one-third, the civic audit 
in then consist ef II critical survey and in- 
dependent examination of the whole .if the 
tlnniiehil transactions, the auditor being 
treed from administrative and clerical 
duties. 

General. -The nrrangement and location 
of ihc offices is not convenient, ami I am 
satisfied thai if these were more closely 
connected, nr, as for as the accounting 
work was concerned, thrown Into one lo r go 
mom. there would he a saving of tiuii 'if- 
fected, as the clerks would then be in-re 
easily Interchangeable between the differ- 
ent departineats. In charge of this office 
there should/ be n comptroller of chief ac- 
counts, whose duties might be combined 
with those preficstly performed by your 
1 reasurer. 

Ii will he understood that In t lie limited 
Mine then al my disposal, 1 could not make 
.in exhaustive examination of the manner 
In which the clerical work Is performed, 
-or from wlinr came under niv notice I 
ilmnld he of the opinion that tills was 
very carefully done, and that any sugges- 
tions towards Improvement In method 

would i.e i Htdered carefully and carried 

out with strict observance of the newer 
rules. | must nay, however, that 1 am 
Impressed with the present luck of means 
whereby the results or figures In one de- 
partment may he checked or proved by 
the records "f nn other. I should strongly 
recomeud that these methods of testing 
the accuracy uf I he work he adopted; this 
might lie accomplished by some revision of 
the system and form of the accounts, and 
these changes would. In my opinion, tend
